Sparks By Mark 


Last week in the weekly News from Taize 
newsletter, this piece entitled From Haiti: Nothing 
Is More Responsible r eally hit a chord with me. 
This reflection talks about the transformation that 
takes place in one’s heart when one is open to 
prayer—for prayer is the most responsible thing we 
can do, which always should lead us to action. 


Beginning this week we will be praying the 
RENEW prayer before each of our liturgies. May 
our prayer encourage each of us to open our hearts 
to the RENEW process as we seek together a 
transformed heart calling us to responsibility for our 


own faith and leading us to action and service. 
Here is the powerful story of prayer. 

“A young man writes from Haiti: "From 3 
May, I have taken the initiative to lead a prayer 
each evening at my home. Upstairs, there is an 
empty room where I have arranged a small 
altar with an icon of the Virgin Mary, a Cross, 
a candle and some flowers. My mother, my 
older cousin, a close friend of the family, my 
uncle and children from the house and friends 
from the neighborhood come too, and I live in 
hope that this will continue to grow! I know 
that Christ will transform each person who 
takes part. For prayer makes us responsible. 
There is a poor woman who lives in the 
neighborhood. She lives in a poor house with 
four of her children. She is sick. Thanks to the 
Sisters of Mother Teresa, she has found a place 
in a hospital. The children remain alone and 
sometimes go to bed hungry. My cousin who 
takes part in the prayer has bought food for the 
family. I know she has been touched by the 
writings of Brother Roger that I read to them 
each evening; above all she is touched by the 
Christ who calls us through other people. 
"Prayer does not make us less involved in the 
world. On the contrary, nothing is more 
responsible than to pray" Brother Roger's 
phrase is a reality.” 

Please continue to Pray for Rain 

O, God, in you we live and have our being. We 
thank you for the moisture we have had; we 
are in need of more. Please grant us rain in 
sufficient abundance. Most days we realize, 
looking up into the clear blue sky, what a 
marvel even the least drop of rain really is. To 
think that so much water can fall out of the 
sky, which now is empty and clear. 

We place our trust in you. We are sure that you 
know our needs, but when we ask we realize 
even more so how totally dependent we are on 
you. Look on our dry hills and fields, dear 
Father. Bless them with the living blessing of 
both gentle rains to saturate the sun-baked 
earth and hard rains to replenish our rivers and 
dams. Then, in the words of the psalmist, the 
land will rejoice and the rivers will sing Your 
praises, and the hearts of all people will be 
made glad. We ask this of you, Father, 
through Christ your Son in the Holy Spirit, 
who binds us all together. AMEN.

Faithful Citizenship 

Our sacramental life can help us 
make sense of our paradoxical 
Faithful approach to crime and 

Citizenship punishment. The sacraments of 
Penance and the Eucharist are real encounters 
with the Saving Lord and central Catholic 
signs of true justice and mercy. Sinners are 
encouraged to take responsibility and make 
amends for their sins; yet we never give up 
hope that they can be forgiven and rejoin the 
community...Contrition: Genuine sorrow, 
regret, or grief over one’s wrongs and a 
serious resolution not to repeat the wrong. 
Confession: Clear acknowledgment and true 
acceptance of responsibility for the hurtful 
behavior. Satisfaction: The external sign of 
one’s desire to amend one’s life (this 
“satisfaction,” whether in the form of prayers 


or good deeds, is a form of 
“compensation” or restitution for the 
wrongs or harms caused by one’s sin). 
Absolution: After someone has shown 
contrition, acknowledged his or her sin, 
and offered satisfaction, then Jesus, 
through the ministry of the priest and in 
the company of the church community, 
forgives the sin and welcomes that person 
back into “communion.”

Reflection 

♦♦♦ Who gives Elijah strength for his 
spiritual journey? Is this an inner 
journey? 

♦♦♦ Does the Psalmist literally mean 
“taste and see” or is this metaphor 
for entering into the spiritual 
journey? How do you “take refuge” 
in God? 

♦♦♦ Is becoming compassionate love a 
way to consume (enter) Christ? 

♦♦♦ Is consuming Jesus, “the living 
bread,” the way to enter into the 
interior or spiritual life that is God? 

Yes, love is God in me, and if I am in love I 
am in God, that is, in life, in grace, a sharer in 
God’s being ... If charity is God in me, why 
look for God any further than myself? And if 
God is in me as Love, why do I change or 
disfigure God’s face with acts or values that 
are not love? 1
